Mrs. Spoor gave the orig­ 
inal recipes to Mrs. Craine’s mo­ 
ther who was m the restaurant 
business. 
The restaurant was al­ 
ready famous for fancy desserts, 
and these two extras added more 
glory. 
Reminiscing. Mrs. Craine, mo­ 
ther of two grown children, told 
flow she had loved both 
these 
desserts as a child; they seemed 
to bring back happy memories. 
She said, “ No one could 
ever 
guess what the 
French 
cream 
pie filling was, when

He who puts too m uch of his 
land in corn is m ining his soil. 
M. L. M osher, farm m anage­ 
m ent extension specialist at the 
Illinois College cif 
A griculture, 
says th a t by grow ing too m uch 
corn you gain im m ediate profits 
at the expense of fu tu re e a rn ­ 
ings. 
By slow* degrees you are 
“killing th e goose th a t lays the 
golden eggs." 
S tudies have 
recently 
been 
com pleted on 164 F au n M anage­ 
m ent Service farm s in n o rth -cen­ 
tral Illinois. 
All the farm s kept 
•w ords during the 
ten 
years 
1936-45, all rem ained about 
the 
sam e 
size, 
all 
had 
about 
the 
sam e crop and livestock system s, 
and all w ere on good corn land. 
The 50 farm s th at grew the 
m ost coin kept an average of 46 
per cent of th eir tillable land in 
corn. 
They earned about $340 a 
year m ore than the 
50 
farm s 


w hich grew the least com w ith 
an average of 35 per cent of the 
land in com . 
FARM S th a t kept 55 p e r cent 
of th eir land in com earned ap ­ 
proxim ately $2,150 a year m ore 
than 
those th a t 
kept only 30 
poi cent of land in corn. H ow ­ 
ever, on those farm s w ith the 
m ost corn, the annual yield was 
1.4 bushels an acre less than on 
the farm s w ith 30 per cent corn. 
Still m ore im portant, from 1936 
to 
1945 the yield dropped six 
bushels m ore on the 55-per cent 
corn farm s than on the 30-per 
cent corn farm s. 
M osher points out 
th at 
on 
good corn land corn yields tend 
to d elim e w hen m ore than 40 to 
50 per cen t of the tillable land 
is kept in corn. The m ost p rofit­ 
able rotations seem to be those 
w ith up to 40 to 50 per cent in 
corn and 25 to 30 per cent 
in 
soil-building legum es. 
“It w ould seem to us rn Cook 
C ounty in the Chicago M ilk Shed 
w hore pasture and hay are v al­ 
uable and we do not have the 
heavy north-central Illinois corn 
land that w e art m aking a m is­ 
take in carrying as big a per 
cent in com as the corn belt,” 
says Farm A dviser C. A. Hughes. 
"Also. w ith ret cut surpluses and 
breaks in the corn marked, corn 
will not be so profitable as pas­ 
ture, hay, etc."
